Vocational Aid for Crippled Soldiers. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I note in the St. Lopis Post-Dispatch 
of Friday, Aug. 8, an article headed 
“Justice for Crippled . Soldiers” which 
was evidently written after reading the 
article sent out by the Associated Press 
from Philadelphia which was published 
in the Post-Dispatch under date of Aug. 
7. No comment on this editorial w}! 
be necessary further than to give you 
some facts regarding the work of the 
Feaeral Board in District No. 9, which 
1 respectfully submit as follows: 

Mt. Louls was selected as headquarters 
for District No. 9, comprising the states 
of Missouri, Iowa, Nebraska and Kan- 
sas, and later the two counties of St. 
Clair and Madison, in Illinois, were add- 
efi to this territory because of the fact 
that a large population centered within 
these two counties were located closely 
to our Jarge district office. This office 
was opened about the first of November, 
1918, and I came out from Washington 


and brought with me about 250 cases of | 


men who had been disabled while in the 
service, and discharged because of their 
disability. These men were scattered 
over the entire territory of these four 
states, 

We Opened offices on the 5th floor of 
the Chemical Building, occupying three 
rooms and employing four people. Since 
that time our organization has grown 
until at the present time we have close to 
20,000 cases on our files of men who 
have been disabled in the service and 
discharged because of their disability, 
who mi&y be entitled to some assistance 
from the Federal Board in order that 
they may be placed in gainful occupa- 
tions. Our present staff consists of 97 
reople. This number includes stenog- 
raphers, telephone girls and office boys. 

Of the men who have worked for the 
Federal Board for Vocational Educa- 
tion in District No. 9, since its organiza- 
tion, 22 have not been in the military 
service. Twenty-four have been in the 
nilitary service, and of this number 11 
were disabled while in the service and 
cischarged because of their disability. 
Three of the 24 who were not in the mill- 
tary sérvice were working on specia! 
training work for the VU. 8. Shipping 
Boa some other department of the 
G ent, and two were in Y. M. C. A. 
work—one in this country, and the other 
abroad, 

As the assistance which this Board 
has offered to the disabled men in this 
district, we have established contact with 
18,3886 cases, and secured enough infor- 
mation to establish the fact that they 
may be entitled to assistance from the 
Federal Board. We have over 6000 ad- 
ditional cases on which we are carrying 
on correspondence, endeavoring to se- 
cure enough information to establish the 
fact that they may be entitled to as- 
sistance from the Federal Board. Rep- 
rosentatives of the Federal Board have 
personally interviewed 11,971 cases. Five 
hundred and nine men have been placed 
in training by this district. Of this num- 
ber, 17 have completed their training. 
About 600 cases have been approved for 
training by Central Office at Washing- 
ton, and are ready to enter schoo! at the 
opening of the fall term about Sept. 1. 
About 850 cases have been reported to 
Central Office at Washington for ap- 
proval, and as soon as approval is re- 
cetved from Central Office, these men 
will be placed in training. This office 


‘has assisted 112 men in securing posi- 


tions, and has followed up 321 men who 
have secured positions of their own ac- 
cord, to ascertain whether they are 
suitably employed and carrying on suc- 
cessfully. 

For the past three months we have 
been employing a night force, and have 


vocationally handicapped because 
of their disability, by placing thom in 
school and retraining th so that they 
taay be able to carry cn successfully in 
some gainful occupatio:.

GARNEGIE. 

From poverty to affluence is an American common- 
place that has ceased to inspire odes, though it does, 
and doubtless always will, command respect. But the 
career of Andrew Carnegie, if viewed only through a/| 
golden haze, is remarkable. The rise of the immigrant 
Scotch weaver’s son to the Olympian heights of wealth 
is of itself an achievement that entitles him to a place in 
the Plutarchian Who's Who. 

Our second richest man was a good deal more than 
a captain of industry. He was a man of letters, a grace- 
ful writer, a polished speaker, as much at home in the 
halls of learning as in the marts of trade. 

It was his love of books, his keen appraisement of the 
value of education, that inspired him to sprinkle the 
country with libraries. To be sure, his canny Scotch 
evidenced itself in this philanthropy in the conditions 
he imposed upon the communities that sought this ben- 
efaction. He compelled them to become partners in fhe 
enterprise, to provide sites and tax themselves for the 
proper maintenance of the institutions. . 

It is upon the familiar “Carnegie Library,” carved in 
the granite of hundreds of cities and towns, that he has 
won enduring fame. Other monuments attest his gen- 
erosity, but the influence of the libraries he has built is 
inestimable and destined to grow on and on with the 
endless years. 

As a propagandist for universal peace, Carnegie was 
ahead of his time, and the millions expended in the 
stately temple at The Hague have been made to seem 
like the wasteful revery of a visionary in the blood and 
iron era with which German imperialism rca the 
world. But the dynasties of force and violence have al- 
ready been swept away and the peace palace stands and 
the dream of which it is the visible expression fs today 
the substance of the thing most hoped for by mankind. 

An accurate measure of Carnegie the man is to be 
found in the fact that his own times called him Andy. 
There is something of endearment in that name, some- 
thing of good fellowship. He and the world were friends. 
He enjoyed life. The austere seclusion into which great 
fortunes have driven so many of their possessors was an 
exile he never knew. He liked the crowd and its ap- 
plause and frankly showed his pleasure. Whether he 
escaped the disgrace of dying rich, as he himself put it 
and for which he NEB been ragged and lampooned, re- 
mains for the Probate Court to announce. However that 
may be, his life was rich in accomplishment, service and 
popular affection. He was a happy multimillionaire.

THE PARTY OF ONE BIG TAX. 
From the Christian Science Monitor. 
F thousands of people who have 


been accustomed, in recent years, to 
hear the words “single tax,” it is prob- 
ably safe to say that mere hundreds of 
them have ever taken the trouble to 


learn what the words really stand for. | 
The phrase is not exactly of a sort to) 
allure those of casual mind. It suggests | 
something which easy-going | 
dislikes to tackle, something 
of which a perhaps well-merited consfi- | 
eration may be put over until another | 
day. So it is that the single tax move- 
ment has gatheref@ momentum only very 
slowly. There was at first what Louis F. 
Post calls the literary stage, following 
the appearance of Henry George's book, 
“Progress and Poverty.”” Then, in 1886, 
when Mr. George offered himself as a 
Labor candidate for the New York 
mayoralty, there was the Labor stage. 
This, in turn, was followed by a third 
stage, marked by the separation of 
single-taxers and Socialists in 1888, and 
enduring until the beginning of the Eu- 
ropean War. With the end of the war 
came, for single tax as well as many 
other things, the opening of a new era. 

Single-taxers are now convinced that 
their proposed reform, more obviously 
than ever, will solve the economic prob- 
lems facing the country. They are there- 
fore going into politics as a means of 
making their nation-wide effort posi- 
tive. Already they have had a conven- 
tion, they have mapped out their pro- 
gram, and organizers are presently at 
work in many parts of the country set- 
ting things in motion for a national cam- 
paign which, they intend, shall result 
in the appearance of a single-tax ticket 
for national and state officers in 1920, 
and the election of as many as possible 
of its candidates to positions in the Gov- 
ernment. Fifteen states were represent- 
ed in the first national convention of the 
Single-Tax Party, and it ts significant 
of the new attitude of the promoters of 
this reform that they: decided to aban- 
don certain other issues for which their 
following has been concerned in the past, 
pledging their whole attention to the 
main idea. This idea is that a tax upon 
land values, or natural resources, will 
be sufficient to meet the Government 
need for revenue and will have the ef- 
fect of obviating other forms of taxation, 
of saving for the worker the use of the 
products of his work? of removing the 
burdens that now weigh down industry, 
and of securing private ownership of 
land and other property under condi- 
tions that shall be equitable for all. The 
specific pledge which single-tax candi- 
dates for political office will be expected 
to st becribe to wlll embrace the doctrine 
that 100 per cent of the rental value of 
the land of the nation belongs to the 
people of the nation, and that there 
shal! be no faxation or other restrictive | 
regulation on the private enterprise and | 
industry of the people. ;

JAZZ MUSIC IN CHURCH.

The Oklahoma minister further became 
convinced that in competition with the 
new dancing craze he was losing 
ground. He decided then to beat the 


opposition by the employment of its 
own means of attraction. The Rev. 
Cooke announced recently that ice-cold 
lemonade would be served at all of the 
summer services and that jazz music 
would be provided in abundance. At 
the installation of his new service an 
actor from one of the theaters gave as- 
sistance. The reports from Tulsa are 
that the empty seats in the church are 
rapidly being filled. 

There is hardly a doubt but that the 
sermons delivered in this church reach 
ears that have never been reached be- 
fore. What effect they may have is, 
of course, problematical, but it is cer- 
tain that they will do no harm to those 
who hear them. A great many churches 
probably will consider guch a course to 
be a lowering of their moral staridards 
and at the same time an ineffective 
measure of salvation. They will prefer 
to elevate people to higher things in- 
stead of leading them to truth from the 
game stratum. The Tulsa minister has 
adopted the latter course and his ex- 
periment will at least bear watching.

Do not use decayed or spoiled 


And variety of fruit may be used 
for jams and pastes, for pectin is not 
necessary as in jelly or marmalade 
making. For variety, different fruits 
may be combined into one jam. A 
mild and tart combination is usually 
best. Strawberries and | 
peaches and pine apples, raspberrics 
and currants, are all excellent jam 
combinations. 

Jams should be cooked rapidly in 
a porcelain-lined vessel, and should 
be stirred with a wooden spoon or 
paddle. Almost constant stirring is 
necessary to prevent burning. The 
amount of sugar employed in mak- 
ing jam is a matter of choice. About 
three-fourths as much sugar as ber- 
ries is the most common proportion, 
but with fruits which are rich in nat- 
ural sugars less may be used. 

When the mixture has boiled to 
the proper consistency, place the jam 
in, jelly glasses or pint containers. 
These should have been boiled for 
15 minutes before filling. Pour hot 
melted paraffin over the surface 
when the jam is cool. If the jam Is 
placed in pint containers, screw on 
boiled top immediately after the jar 
is filled. 

Marmalades require fruit which 
has pectin. When finished, the fru't 
should appear in small pieces 
throughout the fellylike mixture. For 
marmalade, prepare the fruit, cut in 
emall pieces or slices (if large fruits 
are used), and boil in a syrup until 
the whole mass is of a jelly consis- 
tency. It may be put Into jelly glass- 
es or pint jars.
